Japan Masses Big 
Suicide Strength 
To Meet Invaders 

GUAM, June 28 <U.R) — Japan set up a separutc defense 
command for Tokyo today and revealed that tena of thouHanda 
of special suicide weapons were being prepared to ward off 
an American invasion of the homo islands. 

South of Japan, American troops landed unopposed on six 
small islands in the northern Marianas in search of emergency 
"ditching" spots for bombers damaged in the air war over 
Japan. 

The troops returned to their base after thoroughly rccon- 
■ noitcring the islands, which form a SJO-mlle-lonK series of 
stepping stones extending from Saipan to within 1,100 miles 
of Japan. 

Only one shot was fired in 
the six landings. That was a 
pistol shot that killed n Japa- 
nese who refused to surrender, 
Tivonty-four other Japanese 
civilians and 38 natives, for 
the most part employes of the 
Japanese Copru company or 
shipwreclc survivors, were re- 
moved from the Islands.

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TIIE FULL-EMPLOYMENT BILL 

A bin of excellent Intent, popularly known 
as the full-employment bill, 1ms come before 
consTCM with the blessing of War Mobilize: 
Vinson and, apparently, ot President Tru- 
man. Ita purpose la the Just and necessary 
one of guarnnteelng a Job to everyone with 
the ability and desire to work. 

It would achieve tills purpose by having 
the President submit to congress an annual 
production and employment budget, con- 
taining a statement of the nation's Job needs 
In tho coming year and an estimate of private 
and public Investment and expenditure to 
provide these Jobs. 

II Investment and expenditure didn't prom- 
ise to fill the Job quota, tho President could 
recommend a proBram to atlmulato private 
Investment. It that (ailed, ho could then 
recommend a public spending program. 

We doubt that the bill as It stands would 
fulfill Its Intentions. One reason Is that It 
apparently Is based on the necessity of GO,- 
000,000 Jobs. And nobody yet, so far as wa 
know, has proved thnt to be anything more 
than an arbitrary llsure. 

In the boom year of lDi3, 51.5 million civil- 
ians had Jobs. Some put In overtime equal to 
the labor of another 5 million workers on a. 
prewar work-week basis. That makes 56.5 
million. Subtract tlio 5,8 million house- 
wives, over-age and under-age workers holtl- 
Ing Jobs, and you get 50.7 million. 

To Increase this force to CO million would 
mean employing almost every person In the 
armed forces. Tliat takes no account of the 
many young aervicemen and women who 
want to finish their education, those who will 
remain Jn an undoublGdly peacetime army 
and navy, tho young women m the civilian 
labor force who might want to quit work and 
get married, and the civilian workers of both 
flcxcs whose schooling la not completed, 

The bill doesn't seem to couple any goal ot 
national Income with this full employment. 
It sets up public works machinery before 
making a move to ease wartime restrictions 
on private business and thus encourage In- 
vestment and expansion. 

It Is certainly government's duty to create 
an atmosphere in which full employment 
can flourish, to provide work at times when 
private business Is unable to, and to guide the 
national economy away from the dangers of 
depression, inflation, and unfair business 
practices. 

But to achieve prosperity It is necessary 
tp do mors than set a goal of 60,000,000 Jobs. 
It Is necessary to ask what kind of Jobs they 
are going to be, and how likely they are to 
last. It la necessary to admit that, under 
our system, there have to be employers as 
well as Jobs, and to recognize that without 
a good many sound, solvent and reasonably 
unrestricted employers, the Jobs won't bo 
very good.

BATHTUB AND TOILET ADMINISTRATION 

A bin was recently Introduced In congress to eslab- 
llih a rural telephone administration, on the theory 
that not a sufficient number of farmers have tele- 
phones. There was Iho minor Item of J100,000.000 
lor annual expenditures by the new UTA which would 
bo aet up with highly-paid appointed officials perm»- 
heatly on the taxpayers' ntcki, 

WhUo no "survey" has betn made. It Is likely that 
there are more fanners s'ltlioui modem bathtubs 
and patent toilets tlian there are without telephones. 
Therefore, it would eeem reasonable to auggeat that 
m ruml bathtub and toilet aflmlnblratlon be estab- 
lished, with Inspeclors to check nil the form houses. 
A project ot this kind could spend hundreds of millions 
of dollars a year of the laipiyers' money Instead of a 
mere hundred million. Of course, the United Statej 
has more telephones, batlitubs and toilets than all the 
rest of the world, which Indicates that none of tJie 
lildustriefi Involved have betn tleoplng at the switch, 
and they probably will move Iruttr after the war to ece 
that their aervlces and products reach Uie majtlmum 
number of people than would any government bureau. 

Just why the government iliould me a back entry, 
disguised as a rural telephone admlnUtratlon. to get 
]ti toot Into the door of the telephone bualneaa Is 
hwd to underitand. except it Is a part of the general 
program of Uioae who would aoclallre American In- 
dustry.

in Boston recently were eipelled 
from their union for life mere^ be- 
cause they availed themselves of 
their conslltutlonal right to testify 
beloro a committee ot tho Massa- 
chusetle leghlattu'e In favor of a 
bill requiring union offlcerB to ac- 
count lor union funda. By that 
decree ot banishment, these two in- 
dividuals, by union law and tradi- 
tion, are forever barred Irom aU em- 
ployment In any occupation In any 
unionized plant. 

Among the quick reactions ot those 
union tosses who have Mploltcd, 
robbed and betrayed labor and Im- 
posed on 11)0 pailcijco ol the whoJa 
nation, there has been a cry thnt 
compulsory arbitration to prevent 
strikes would bo a denial of the right 
lo strike. Those who acquire te- 
dcnUry otflctl Jobs In the union 
movement, at high ealarles and 
with no Interruption of their pay, 
forget that Uie rank and filer does 
not enjoy striking and would slrtks 
only as a last resort. 

The rank and II lo member knows 
the meaning of payless paydays and 
the ignominy ot shuffling parades 
around strike-bound works by or- 
ders of some vmlon executive coun- 
cil whoso members, having called 
the strike, nevertheless continue to 
draw big salaries and visit the picket 
lines In automobUes only to check 
the absentees so that they may bo 
fined or expelled (or indUelpUne. 
The high officials neglect the fact 
that as matters now stand, the em- 
ployer Is nol only compelled to ar- 
bitrate but often is compelled to 
sign conlracls even though he ob- 
jects to tho tenns. They oiler no* 
reminder, either, that while the em- 
ployer may be punished tor viola- 
tion ot a contract signed under this 
compulsion, no urUon ever Is pun- 
ished for violation of tho same con- 
tract nor can be under tho Wagner 
law. 

The propoeed federal labors re- 
lations law offers a complete re- 
vl,<luii of tiio labor ndmlnlitration 
under government but 11 is still 
.ihoit ot the rrfonns that must ho 
odoiitcd regardless of the selllsh op- 
position or the bos.1 unioneer. It 
makes no piovlslon thnt union con- 
sllUitlons mujt respect all the rlghta 
of cltliens cooretrcd by the national 
constitution. And It does not at- 
tempt to reverse the series ot ut- 
Urjy lawle^ decisions by which the 
l/nlied States supreme court has 
held unions senerally to bo immune 
from punishment Tor extortion, 
hlgdivaj' robbery and re.slralnl ot In- 
'— tatc commerce practiced in tho 
.e of labor.
